DETAILS IS BASED ON OFFICIAL DECLARATIONS OF THE SOVIET , ' 
GOVERNMENT, PAYS STRICT RESPECT TO THE RIGHTS OF THE SOVEREIGN 
GERMAN STATE - THE GERMAN DEMOCRATIC REPUBLIC -AND IS IN

OF COURSE, IT MAKES NO DIFFERENCE THAT IN YOUR LETTER YOU 
ATTEMPT TO POSE AS SOME KIND OF DEFENDER OF THE SO-CALLED 
"GRENZGAENGER" ATTEMPTING TO WIN POPULARITY AMONG THE WEST BERLIN 
POPULATION BY UNDIGNIFIED METHODS AND BY DISTORTION OF FACTS. 

NO DOUBT IT MUST BE KNOWN TO YOU THAT IN WEST BERLIN UNDER 
THE COVER OF THE OCCUPATION AUTHORITIES, SPECULATION WITH THE 
ARTIFICIALLY ESTABLISHED RELATIONSHIP BETWEEN CURRENCIES IS 
THRIVING. ALTHOUGH THIS SPECULATION IS DESIGNED TO UNDERMINE
